Hi Eric- 


Dave and | have been slow in getting to the colonial NH studies, as | am supposed to be taking the lead. So other 
than my own observations of notes | have seen, or own, there is not much we can add. 


On Monday | will also send you scans of the 30 and 40 shilling notes that | have, together with scans of Xeroxes 
from other sources for comparison. These were mostly obtained from auctions, so you may have the images 
already. 


The State of NH bought the 1744 plates about 10 years or so ago. Dave Bowers and | just saw them on April 42" 
at the NH State Archives. | attach a photo of the plates on display at the Archives. Unfortunately they were 
behind glass and difficult to photo. The text of the display reads: 


These two copper printing plates for the Province of New Hampshire bank notes were purchased by the State of 
New Hampshire with assistance from the New Hampshire Banking Association. 


The plates engraved around 1744 were used to print 40-, 20-, 10-, and 71/2- shilling notes primarily intended to 
finance armies for a Canadian expedition during King George’s war between the French and English. 


The copper plates were used to print bank notes after Governor Benning Wentworth, his Council and the General 
Assembly approved “a new emission of bills” totaling $13,000 (or pounds as they were known at the time). 


The bills of credit were authorized to finance 350 “able-bodied and effective” volunteers from New Hampshire in a 
raid on Fort Louisbourge on Cape Breton Island, Nova Scotia, Canada. The raid was to “promote the welfare of all 
governments of New England”. 


Although New Englanders took the fort on June 15, 1745, they returned it after the treaty of Aix-La-Chapelle ended 
the war and the terms of the treaty called for each side to give back what it won. 


Eric- | have to step out of the office now, on Monday | will send you comparisons of the genuine June 20, 1776 
Paul Revere notes compared to the 1850 Cohen reprints. | have several different sets of the 4 denomination 
Cohen reprints on different paper, and four genuine examples of three of the denominations (6 shillings,20 
shillings [2 examples] and 30 shillings). | have not yet seen a genuine 1 shilling in either the NH Historical 
Society, nor the American Antiquarian Society holdings. On Monday | will have my art department mark the 
location in a different color on the scans of what I call “Secret Marks” [using a stamp collecting term] so you can 
easily spot them. | haven ‘t found any references to these anywhere, but the differences are rather obvious. One 
obvious difference is that the “June” slug is partially erased from the plate on the Cohen reprints, and is thus very 
faintly printed in comparison to the genuine note.

hope no secret marks were cut into the plates at the time of reprinting but that is possible. 

As to the counterfeit problem on the Fowle family situation please send me images of any the 30 and 40 shilling 
bills you have so | can study them as my time is running out on my book revision. | think | will ask Lou Jordan of

While not a secret mark, the following is interesting from a design standpoint. | also attach the Cohen reprints of the 1756 Crown 
Point 6d design featuring a squirrel. | believe the squirrel is “echoed” in the Six shilling design of the New Hampshire June 20, 
1775 note by Paul Revere, which is most easily seen in the Cohen reprint, as you can see the entire squirrel, as there is no 
“indented” portion. Perhaps this has been mentioned before somewhere by someone? | wonder if he used the same squirrel 
design on any denomination of the Massachusetts notes?

Revere NH issues. | will look at other Cohen reprints and compare to the genuine, where Dave B. and | have examples on file. 


| have a call in to the director of the NH Historical Society to see if they have the Revere plate. Like you, | hope the secret marks 
were not added to the original plate.

However, | will call you shortly to discuss this email and see if | can help you more. 


In the emails | sent you yesterday there were images attached to the email. From your comments it sounds like 
you were not able to open them? 


| have a photo copy of the NH Historical Society 10 shilling raised from a 6 shilling bill. | understand what you are 
Saying on the “June” but every genuine example | have seen is very strong, and every reprint | have seen has the 
partially erased “June.” | believe | am correct and the weak “June” is a marker for detecting a Cohen reprint. 


| have a genuine 6 shilling note which | send here as an email attachment. This note was incorrectly described in 
the May 26, 2005 Ford sale as a “Raised Denomination Note from a One Shilling.” Looking at the Cohen reprints 
its easy to see this is not the case. | am glad the note was incorrectly described, as | think | bought it cheaply as a 
result. | had the backing paper removed by a professional conservation service. 


Can | email you images of the 30 and 40 shilling bills | have or do you want hard copies sent to you via Fed Ex? | 
could send you the images | emailed earlier on the secret marks, if that would be easiest for you. 


| would think the best bet for mention of the Robert Luist Fowle counterfeiting would be in the Exeter newspapers 
as Fowle was from Exeter. | haven’t done any research on this area or | would share info. All | have are the 
actual bills in my collection. 


You could contact the executive director of the NH Historical Society. His name is Bill Veilette, and his phone 
number is (603) 856-0601. He may be able to suggest a researcher who could assist.
